1 was determined lie 
should not prevent my completing my cry, and 
the more he pulled the more I roared, ‘Past 
her, twt, fire, till I got out the whole word, when 
the prisoner, giving one pull more retreated 
into a shop.

“The same spirit of oppression tha‘ distin¬ 
guished the officers ofthe British army in the 
South, was indulged and exercised in the mid¬ 
dle and eastern Stales, with unremitted severity. 
1 will give one strong instance of it. The news 
ol the capture of llorgoync having reached the 
American prisoners parollcd on Long Island, 
Major Lenox, Major James Hamilton and Pr. 
Steward, of the Pennsylvania fine, with heart 
felt joy, repaired to Flat Bush, to celebrate an 
event so propitious to the cause of their country, 
so congenial to their best hopes and mist aan- 
gu'ne wishes. The night was passed at the 
lestive board, but their conduct was in no way

TRANSPLANTA I ION OK TREES._We 

may be excused for our frequent and earnest 
recurrence tu the subject of Trees, when our 
more northern neighbours in New York, ami 
still more when the comparatively hyperborean 
Scotch, are dwelling on their uses, 5x the means 
[of having them “at the shortest notice. 
The N. Y. American contains same extracts 
\ trom a review in Blackwood, of a treatise on 
ausplantation by Sir Henry Stewart, whu.e 
experience of thirty years establishes the Con¬ 
clusion, that trees of any ru -V u ansplant- 

ed with perfect erriainty, and without mmila 
lion. Now though Sir Henry’s experiments in¬ 
clude, we presume, only Scutch trees, whose 
“.my size” does not comprehend the giants of 
our forest, the transplantation of one nf which 
would be as great an exploit as the elevation of 
the great obeliskof Fontana; yet it iaa satisfac¬ 
tion to know that one may have about him, at u 
lew d»ys warning a very tolerable grove of trees 
thirty and forty feet high. Indeed, if adequate 
machinery for their conveyance could be con¬ 
structed, it is the largest trees that can be re 
moved with the most certainty ol success. Sir 
II. Stewart haa removed those ol the girth of 
four and five feet, by hundreds. 

The usual plan of lopping off the .(op and 
branches of trees, is demonstrated to be founded 
in error, and to be productive of -.eatli instead 
of file. Indeed, when we iccollect the putpoxe 
and uses ol leaves in plants, it must seem that to 
lop them, is like cutting off one lobe of the 
lungs in man, to make him respire the better.

NATIONAL POLITICS. 

To the People of the United S:atei. 

One part of Uio policy or those who strive, by 
whatever means, to prevent tho re-election of 
the present Chief Magistrate of tho Union, is, 
to subdue the hopes and discourage the efforts 
of his friends tmd supporters, by such repre¬ 
sentations of the stale of public feeling as show 
his re-election highly improbable, or impossi¬ 
ble. They seek to ensure victory, by raising a 
shout that victory is already won. 

The great extent of the country, and the dif¬ 
ficulty of accurately kuowing, in one part, what 
sentimouts prevail in another and distant part, 
afford facility to this mode of practising impo¬ 
sition on the public. The People of New Hamp¬ 
shire, for example, are assured, that it is 
no longer matter of doubt that Ohio and 
Louisiana will vote for the Opposition Can¬ 
didate; while the citizens of those States are 
surprised, at the same time, by hearing it as¬ 
serted, with a confulenre belonging to real con¬ 
viction, that not only New Hampshire, but oth¬ 
ers, also, of tho New England States, perhaps 
nearly all of them, give satisfactory proof of 
having joined the same cause. Whatever of 
coloring, of exaggeration, or, we regret to add, 
of unqualified misrepresentation, this course of 
policy may require, seems, hitherto, not to have 
been found wanting. Not only are slight and 
doubtful manifestations of opinion, when favor¬ 
able, sivotn into importance, and magnified be¬ 
yond all just degree, on the one hand; while, on 
t"c other, the most clear and decisive results 
of full popular elections, if unfavorable, are 
mndo to go for nothing; but, formal statements 
are, also, put forth, sometimes under the au¬ 
thority of names, such as are willing to bo ap¬ 
pended to them, which are known not only to 
be partial, but to he absolutely untrue, by those 
who have information on the subjects to which 
they relate. 

Notwithstanding the general intelligence of 
the community, there may be danger that at¬ 
tempts of this sort, every where made and long 
continued, will produce more or less of the ef¬ 
fect intended, unless seasonably and properly 
counteracted. 

It has been deemed expedient, therefore, on 
the eve of the adjournment of Congress, that 
tho friends of the Administration, throughout 
the whole Union, should he informed, from 
some source, or through some channel, in which 
they have confidence, what is the belief, entertain- 
td here, of the present stale, mid tile present tendency 
of public opinion, and of the probable result if the 
Election. 

It is the purpose of this paper to state what 
that helief is; with some reference to the 
grounds on which it is founded. It proceeds 
from those who have no motives which should 
Induce them to mislead or deceive, cither them¬ 
selves or others: and as, from obvious causes, 
tliis place is the point, at which, at the present 
moment, the greatest amount of information on 
tho subject is concentrated; it has been at¬ 
tempted to consider and compare the various 
parts of this information attentively and fairly, 
to judge of tho whole correctly, and to lay the 
result honestly before the public. That result, 
we have the pleasure to say, is in a high de¬ 
gree, satisfactory and gratifying. It lias pro¬ 
duced a full conviction, that, since the first 
bursting out of Opposition, which was contem¬ 
porary with the election of 1825, no period lias 
furnished so strong reasons tn expect the re- 
election of the present Chief Magistrate, as the 
present; and that such re-election may be now 
anticipated with a reasonable degreo of cer¬ 
tainty. 

Of tho more general grounds which conduce 
to this opinion, it is not intended, on this occa¬ 
sion, to speak at any length; because they arc 
equally open to the observation and judgment 
ot all. All can observe, and judge, whether 
thero be not, at least in many parts of the coun¬ 
try.a very altered tone of feeling towards the 
Opposition Candidate, whcinor there be not the 
prevalence of a more sober loinpcr, in judging

The next object nfinquiry is Kentucky, it is 
well known that Opposition has made Kentucky 
one great theatre of its active and vigorous op- 
eration", —It has sought tn avail itself of her lo¬ 
cality, other vicinity to the Head of the party, 
of her natural partiality lor a Southern candidate, I onc 
nf the warm and generous character of hdr citi¬ 
zens, inclining them tu some degree rf enthusi¬ 
asm towards military distinction; and it has art. 
fully connected itself, also, with pre-existing 
State parties, and internal controversies and ri- 
vslsliips. These means, however, have not 
been deemed alone sufficient to promise suc- 
ceas —The drawing off of Kentucky from an 
Administration, whose maasures have given her 
citizens so much general satisfaction, and the 
arraying her with those whose opinions, on 
points w hich she deoma of high intercut, tire 
known to he essentially d.fferent from her own, 
has justly been thought an object of no easy at¬ 
tainment. She bad, herself, participated in the 
election of the President, in the last resort and 
one of her own citizens, the candidate who had 
received all her own votes, had been called to 
fill the first place in the Administration. His 
popularity and weight of chsracter were, of 
course, among the ohetacle* to tie overcome, by 
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those who wished to overturn the Administra¬ 
tion; and, to accomplish Ihat'end, ellorts were 
to be made, proportioned, at once, to the im¬ 
portance, nnd tlie ditlioulty cl the undertaking. 

A storm of abuse lias occordingly raged against 
him, the violence of which lus no precedent. 

A charge of public corruption, having its origin 
win re decorum and Uelicuty, as w«.ll :.a truth 
and honor, should have altogether lorbidilcii it 
a charge, unsupported by Hie slightest prool, 
encountered by every contrary presumption, 
confuted, in short, by the most conclusive evi¬ 
dence, has bean spread abroad, nevertheless, t* 
repeated, nnd re-echoed, with a vehemence, 
which, lor a while, seemed but to increase the 
more, ns the accusation was shown, more and 
mure, to be groundless. 

The purpose, however, has, we think, essen¬ 
tially tailed. The good sense ol the People has 
met the shock, without being overthrown, and 
a sense that great injustice has been done to 
the character of upright and honorable men, is 
fast pervading the public mind, and producing 
the just and unusual retribution—rc-uciiuu. 
The best reason exists tor believing, that the 
whole array of means, thus brought to bear on 
the cause ol the Administration in that fatale, 
will prove completely ineffectual, la the be¬ 
ginning of August, an election of State officers 
is there to take place. Candidates are already 
named, distinguished by tlie side they t-espec 
tivcly espouse o! the great national controversy. 
The contest, doubtless, will be a mo3t animated 
and severe one; but ol tlie result, unshaken 
confidence is entertained. The People are 
roused, fully and thoroughly reused.—T he vole 
will do, not the vote of u few, not the result ol 
partial attendance at tlie polls, but the aggre¬ 
gate voice of the whole People of Kentucky. 
This, of itself, is a substantial ground of hope & 
security. This election, it need not be conceal 
ed, is a point of peculiar interest. If it shall ter 
minatc favorably, the whole electoral vote ol the 
Slate, in favor ol the re-election ol the present 
President, is by no mtaus Ihe only important 
consequence to be expected from it. It will, 
obviously be attended with other and broader 
i fleets. We now look forward to it with aeon 
fidence, which, for several months, hus gained 
new- strength, in every successive week; and, if 
nlicationsdo not greatly deceive ns, the hopes 
of the Opposition, at tliia moment, in regard to 
KxsnrcKY, are effectually shaken. 

We believe, then, Unit ihe votes nf Kentucky 
are to be enumerated among those favorable to 
the Administration.

We hazard the prediction, and 
we are persuaded the intelligent People of that 
State will, in due time, most fully & trumphant 
ly vrrifvit, that the cause of the Opposition is 
destined to receive, in New York, signal over¬ 
throw and defeat. 

Such is the view which has convinced u», 
that, with just and proper ellorts, on the part 
of the friends of the Administration, there is 
nothing which cm be reasonably • xpectcd to 
i prevent t ie re-election of the present Prcsi 
tl jut. 

And, Tor the sake of di tinctness, we repeat 
our belief, that JV'tu* England, Acm .1 rsey, I) Id- 
srarc, Maryland Ohio, Intlianu, Missouri, l.ousiana 
Kentucky und Aito York, will make ttial event 
sure. 

This calculation, we know, will lie attacked 
and disputed. Every part of it will be contra 
dieted and denied. Assurances of a contrary 
result will be given, in the most po itive manner 
and tinder every form which may impose upon 
credulity. All tins of course. It is not to In- 
exp cteil that our adversary s will admit the 
probability ot our success. T his address is not 
intended forthem llisdesigned fur theft fends 
ot the Administration; and its purpose will be 
fully answered, when it shall haie solemnly as¬ 
sured those friends that the opinions here ex¬ 
press' d sre honestly and conscientiously ent'T- 
tained. We warn them against giving credit, 
either to positive assurances of success and tri¬ 
umph on the other side, in this quarter, and in 
that, or to the numerous reports, charges, accu- 
satims, ami calumnies, which are to be looked 
for, to be furthcoming through the Summer and 
Autumn. Steady confidence and steady efforts 
are necessary in the present state of things; and 
steady confidence and steady efforts, be assur 
ed, will conduct ats safely and happily through 
the crisis. In Ju'y, the election of members ot 
Congress will take pluccin Louisiana. Her sen 
timents will be then ag in expressed; U we ar 
willing tn hear her sem m ms. In August, the 
great contest in Kentucky will be brought tu 
■an issue, and we are willing, also, to hear the 
voice of Kentucky. In tlie mean, time, let ev¬ 
er, man guard himself, and assist to guard the 
public, against delusion and imposition. 

It will be seen, that, in the foregoing estimate 
nothing has been said ot I llinui.-t, where the 
q -estion will be earnestly contested, and which 
at this moment, may be pronounced to be a 
doubtful State that nothing has been said of 
Virginia, in which State there is a large and 
rapidly increasing party, thoroughly opposed 
to the election of the Opposition Candidate, 
embodying great worth, intelligence, and res 
peccability, and conducting tlie controversy 
with spirit and activity. Nor has any thing been 
said of Pennsylvania. An impression has been 
made, (hut this patriotic State has separated her¬ 
self from her own settled policy, und resolved 
on committing her interests to an association of 
political men radically hostile to w hat she deems 
the vital principles of the Government.

She will naturally return to her known 
principl e, and her accustomed habits of think¬ 
ing and acting. In a moment ci unsuspecting en¬ 
thusiasm, she embraced the cause of a military 
leader.—She recedes from her first choice with 
reluctance, but she does recede. Sooner or 
later, she will resume her proper position.— 
Great changes we know, lu.ve taken place, 
and are still going on, andif a vigorous and per¬ 
severing effort be made to extend intormulion, 
and remove prejudice, well informed men are 
at this moment, ol opinion, that the vote of 
Pennsylvania will be given for the Administra- 
ti-n. 

Nor have we said any thing of North Carolina, 
of the most unobtrusive and respecta¬ 
ble States of tlie whole Union. She is natural¬ 
ly among the very last to go with those who | 
now claim her association, and demand her aid. 
The cause which atie seems expected to sustain 
is opposed to her whole character and her whole 
history. There is nothing in it to gain her per¬ 
manent respect or attachment. And there is 
much reason to hope that she will, herself, take 
the same view of what is due to her own ateady 
and uniform character. That the cause of the 
Administration is gaining ground daily, in that 
State, is beyond doubt or question, and although 
the character of this address requires, that no 
ground ol hope should be too strongly stated, 
iior any expectation raised which it likely to be 
disappointed, we cannot refrain from saving 
that recent information places North Caro ms 
near to, or at, the head of those Slates, wh.cl!, 
though highly promising, sre still reckoner! as 
doubt ful.

There is one other point of view in which the 
general subject may be usefully examined.-- 
We have slated what States arc console cl 
as reasonably curtai l for the Administration, 
what probable, and what mnrf: doubtful. It v •• 
now lake the same survey of the prospects I 
the Opposition Candidate, what arc thei ? Al¬ 
low him the rotes of South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi und Tennessee, altogether 
not exceeding forty, and he is in possession of 
every tiling which he can hope to enjoy with¬ 
out a contest. Not one vote north of South 
Carolina cn the East, and of Tennessee, on the 
West, will he bc certain of, till it shall be nc.tn- 
ally given.

If he gain Virginia, it will be only by a strangle, 
if he gain North Carolina and I’erniS' Irani a, it 
must be by a -struggle, still more violent un i 
doubtful; and if lie gain all three, he is, jet not 
President, Kentucky and New York still op¬ 
pose obstacles to his success, not hitherto over¬ 
come, and w hich, we firxify believe, cannot l>c 
overcome. 

In thus sttrverimr Ihe different State", one 
striking truth is fully established, which it is 
material to notice. It is this: that, were the 
Electors to be chosen, throughout the whole 
Union, in one uniform mode, whatever, that 
mode might be, the President would bc re-eh-ct- 
ed, not only by ttioh a rjfjority as we think he 1 
will now obtain, but by one vastly larger.— 
This, we think, can be made evident end un¬ 
questionable. If such uniform mode were to 
be by General Ticket in every State, he Would 
not, in that rase, lose, one vote which is now 
expected for him; while the entire suffrage of 
New York and Maryland, added to what is al¬ 
ready secure, would put him far ahead of'nil 
competi ion On the other hand, ti that uni¬ 
form mode were to be by Districts, in all the 
States, lie would be certain of receiving tniny 
more votes in Virginia, Pennsylvania, and 
North Carolina, than he could possibly lose ba¬ 
the change in all other States; and thus hia ma¬ 
jority be greatly increased. This atlerds the 
cheering inference, that a majority ot the H- 
leclore ol the United States are favorable to the 
p-esent Administration, and desires the Presi- 
den *s re-election, lie b-lieve this is so: m d that 
if 'be tebn’e coun ty could be polled to-morroie, ts 
would have a decided and vast majority- 

Ii remains only to remind the friends of THE 
CAUSE that this is the moment for spirited and 
vigorous action, aa well aa tor constancy and 
firmness.

We f<-rl ti e 
deepest t ttiiiiliation, not as friends nf th« Aif 
ministration, but as American citizens at the 
countenance given, by those from whom better 
lh : ngs were expected, to this atrot inns practice 
of peisonul abuse. We sec, with mortification 
and griff, as well as with something of irre ■ 
pr« ssihle indignation, instances, not solitary, in 
w hich outrageous slander, the lowest and most 
disgusting scandal and defamation on public and 
private cjiaracter, doea not hum away Ito.n its 
authors the liberal streams of palronsgn. 

II wc may judge of the manner in which -raw¬ 
er will he exercised, by the menus by which it 
is Bought to he obtained, there is enough, ‘rule, 
to alarm our fears, cal) forth all our exertion*. 
America has ceas-d to Ire America—this country 
is no longer tlie country which we have been 
taught trom our era Irs to love with the w arm¬ 
est iit'acliment—if there bc 11 t virtue enough 
yet left among 11 s to meet wi h stern rebuke, 
arid punish with just retribution, this unbounded 
license of falsehood, ttils ferocity of cttlujpiiv, 
which tlrrcatenslo plunge society into violence, 
or curry it back to barbarism 

Rely ing on a good cause, let the friends nfthe 
Ado mistration breast this storm. Let them 
appeal to the good sense and the pood feeling 
of the People I.ct them labor to dispel pr-j 
dice, confute error, nnd correct misrepresenta¬ 
tion, and meet plain falsehoods with plain deni¬ 
als. Let them exert the powers nf troth and 
of reason, to convince those mound them of ih ; 
importance ofthe present crisis. Events are on 
the wing, which will leave consequences of 
long duration aud strong hearing, fur evil or for 
good, on these United States. If our own op¬ 
portunities of observation, upon men and things, 
has enabled us to form any true judgment, the 
success ot the Opposition candidate would be 1 
fraught with disus’rous consequences to the 
government and to the country. Convinceri, 
lor ourselves, deeply, that the great question 
nearly concerns the public safety, prosperity,
